An Edmonton officer with more than 
25 years experience has been suspended 
without pay for searching a police data¬ 
base for no reason other than his own 
“personal interest.” 

Const. Collin Smart, who joined the 
Edmonton Police Service in 1989, is 
suspended without pay for 50 hours 
— which penalizes Smart about $2,450 
in pay — according to a disciplinaiy 
decision presiding officer Mark Logar 
handed down on Jan. 21. 

The decision stems from Smart’s use 
of the Canadian Police Information Cen¬ 
tre database, the computer records data¬ 
base available to beat cops in Edmonton 
police cruisers, among other locations. 

In a statement of facts Smart agreed 
to for the hearing, Smart conducted 


several “unauthorized” searches on 
the computer using his partner’s login 
credentials from July 2013 to June 2014, 
including searching for information 
on his friend and his friend’s brother, 
and then for information on an official 
connected to his son’s hockey team. 

The reasons were not “nefarious,” 
Logar notes in his decision, but instead 
were “a mere personal interest” in the 
information. 

Regardless, they break the Edmonton 
Police Service’s policy for access to the 
police database. 

“An officer with Constable Smart’s 
seniority ought to have known clear¬ 
ly that CPIC can be accessed only for 
legitimate law enforcement purposes,” 
Logar argued in the case, according to 
the written decision. 

In his discussion on the penalty, Logar 
noted police inappropriately accessing 
the police database “could well lead to 
the governing body of CPIC to either 
Emit or even remove the (Edmonton 
Police) Service’s unrestricted access 
to that data source.... Police work in 
this city could become far more time 
consuming and with much more un¬ 
certain results.”

Qski race the birkie is safe, organizers say

One of Edmonton’s most popu¬ 
lar cross-countiy skiing spots 
will soon be the first in the city 
to start making its own snow, 
as winter starts later each year. 

“Waiting for Mother Nature 
became too much of a wait,” said 
Dave Storey, with the Edmonton 
Nordic Ski Club. “Over the last 
few years, more often than not, 
we had late starts.” 

Storey, who is overseeing 
the project at Gold Bar Park, is 
working the bugs out of the new 
system — which features 1,600 
metres of underground pipe that 
can be tapped by a snowmaker. 

When it gets up and running 
it will make snow for more than 
two kilometres of track set ski 
trails. 

“Everyone is excited now. For 
so many years we’ve been talk¬ 
ing about it, but now we’ll be 
able to see snow come out the 
other end,” Storey said. 

The project has been years 
in the making, as issues like fi¬ 
nancing and consultation with 
stakeholders that use the park 
were sorted through. 

One of the biggest hurdles was 
cost. The project was budgeted 
at $1.4 million, though only 
$860,000 has been spent so far. 

Unlike downhill ski hills, the 
cost can’t be offset by admission 
(using Gold Bar Parle is free) so 
the amount was raised through a 


combination of fundraising and 
a grant from the city. 

“It’s a pretty big endeavour, 
and I think a lot of cross-coun¬ 
try ski areas would do it if they 
could recoup some of that ex¬ 
penditure,” Storey said. 

The eventual plan is to lay 
down a base of snow in Novem¬ 
ber so that the ski season can 
start earlier. A solid base would 
take longer to melt and extend 
the ski season later in the year. 

Storey is hoping to get the 
green light from the city within 
a week or two to start making 
snow. 


Popular event still on 
for mid-February 

Recent rain and warm 
temperatures won't stop 
the Birkebeiner, the annual 
cross-country ski race 
scheduled for Feb. 12 
and 13, according to the 
organizer. 

"Birkebeiner means to be 
strong in adversity and to 
have perseverance, so it 
might be our challenge this 


year that we haven't had as 
much ski now as we usually 
get," said Glenda Hanna, 
general manager of the 
festival. 

The recent melt has left 
ski tracks icy and in poor 
condition at the Blackfoot 
provincial recreation area 
where the race is run. 

Hanna said organizers 
have a few tricks left 
for getting the track 


race-ready, including a 
specialized groomer pulled 
behind a snowmobile to 
break up ice. 

There are already almost 
1,000 skiers signed up for 
this year's Birkie. 

Last year 1,600 skied 
courses up to 55 kilometres 
long. The race has only 
been cancelled three times 
for weather since 1985.

As more children seek care for 
their mental health, kids in 
southern Alberta aren’t being 
treated as quickly as their north¬ 
ern counterparts. 

In the Calgaiy Zone from July 
to September of2015,83 per cent 
of kids — up to age 17 — were 
offered appointments within 
30 days of referrals, a dip of 11 
percentage points from 94 per 
cent last year, according to AHS’ 
2015/16 Q2 performance report. 

By contrast, 94 per cent of Ed¬ 
monton Zone kids were offered 
appointments within 30 days, a 
sharp increase of 29 percentage 
points from 65 per cent. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man said it’s frustrating the ma¬ 
jority of AHS health zones do 
not meet the provincial target 
of 90 per cent. 

In Q2 2015/16, there were 960 
new enrolments in Calgaiy, up 
136 from 824 last year. In Ed¬ 
monton, there were 779 new 
enrolments, down 58 from 837. 

In a statement, AHS said the 
increase in the number of kids 
seeking mental health care can 
— at times — affect workers’ 
abilities to offer appointments 
within 30 days. 

Rick Lundy, founder of Open 
Arms Patient Advocacy Society, 
said mental health access for 
children is sparse across the prov¬ 
ince, regardless of benchmarks. 

“Early intervention is key,” 
he said.

Councillors 
seeking ways 
to improve 
noise bylaw

The sermons from the street 
corner may get a little quieter 
as councillors continue to look 
for ways to turn down the vol¬ 
ume on street preachers. 

Councillors asked administra¬ 
tion Monday to look to other 
municipalities for ways to im¬ 
prove the city’s noise bylaw 
in ways that might allow it to 
muffle the amplified sermons 
on downtown streets. 

Coun. Michael Oshry first 
raised the idea late last year 
and said he’s since heard from 
many people who believe the 
noise preachers make has to 
be controlled. 

“I had a commercial real¬ 
tor email me last night that 
they actually take prospective 
clients through the pedways 


to avoid this,” he said. 

Oshiy said he wants to curtail 
the amplified noise regardless 
of who is doing it. 

“It’s unreasonable that people 
should be forced to hear these 
things for hours at a time.” 

In a report, administration 


said they get relatively few noise 
complaints on the issue and 
don’t see major problems with 
the current bylaw. 

Nehemia Smeding, one of 
several men who preach Chris¬ 
tianity on street comers both 
downtown and on Whyte Av¬ 


enue, said he uses amplifiers 
simply to compete with all the 
noise in a busy city. 

“We go downtown here. We 
go where the people are and 
there is a lot of street noise 
there,” he said. 

Smeding said he spends a

little over three hours per week 
preaching, split between a few 
hours outside of City Centre Mall 
during the week and Whyte Av¬ 
enue on Friday evenings. 

He said he’s concerned coun¬ 
cil is trying to silence his mes¬ 
sage. 

“I think the noise complaint 
is really a content complaint 
wrapped in a noise complaint,” 
he said. 

Dale Komel, another street 
preacher, said there is plenty 
of other noise on the street and 
he’s always willing to turn down 
the volume. 

“We’re reasonable. The street 
performers, the buskers are at a 
far higher volume than we could 
achieve,” he said. “The reality is 
many, many times I have turned 
it down. I have even packed up 
and left.” 


RAILWAY PROJECT 

Group 
withdraws 
oil facility 
proposal 

A company that was propos¬ 
ing to expand the size of a 
rail facility to double the 
number of trains it can load 
with Alberta oil has shelved 
the project. 

USD Terminals Canada an¬ 
nounced in November that 
it wanted to construct new 
tracks and loading buildings 
at its rail terminal in Hardisty, 
southeast of Edmonton. 

“USD Group has present¬ 
ly withdrawn its Canadian 
Environmental Assessment 
Agency application and is re¬ 
viewing its options,” Meg Mar¬ 
tin, a spokeswoman for the 
company wrote in an email 
Monday. 

“The company is not pre¬ 
pared to comment further at 
this time.” 

The federal agency told the 
company in December that 
its project would require an 
environmental review. 

The agency now lists the 
status of the USD proposal 
as “cancelled” on its website.

Province to diversify sector with petro support 


The Alberta government aims 
to create thousands of jobs and 
reel in billions in investment by 
providing $500 million in royalty 
credits to the province’s petro¬ 
chemical sector. 

The Petrochemicals Divers¬ 
ification Program announced 
Monday is one example of how 
the NDP government aims to 
encourage more value-added 
processing in Alberta — turning 
raw materials into more lucra¬ 
tive products within the prov¬ 
ince rather than shipping them 


elsewhere. 

“We understand that to cre¬ 
ate long-term sustainable jobs, 
we need to diversify beyond just 
energy extraction into other 
areas of strength,” said Economic 
Development and Trade Minister 
Deron Bilous. 

The initiative will focus on two 
types of natural gas: methane 
and propane, which can be used 
in the manufacturing of fertiliz¬ 
ers, plastics and other products. 

The government said it ex¬ 
pects 3,000 jobs during construc¬ 


tion and 1,000 directly and in¬ 
directly once plants start up. It 
said there’s the potential for two 
or three new facilities to be built 
in Alberta and investment of be¬ 
tween $3 billion and $5 billion. 

Ed Gibbons, who chairs Al¬ 
berta’s Industrial Heartland As¬ 
sociation, said the program is 
good news for the Edmonton 
area, which is home to numer¬ 
ous petrochemical plants and 
refineries. 

“We anticipate that today’s 
announcement will provide the 


tipping point for investors with 
the scale now pointing toward Al¬ 
bertans’ direction,” said Gibbons, 
an Edmonton city councillor. 

The credits will be paid out 
over three years once the pro¬ 
jects are complete in an effort 
to reduce risk to government. 
The idea is for the petrochem¬ 
ical companies to trade or sell 
the credits to oil and natural gas 
producers, which can use them 
to offset their royalty payments 
to the province.

An American discount-apparel 
retailer and a grocery store 
will likely be the new tenants 
of the former Target store at 
West Edmonton Mall. 

“The upper level will likely 
be the American company, at 
least a portion of it. Down¬ 
stairs, we are having serious 
talks with a couple of groceiy 
chains — one is an upscale 
grocer and another is a mass 
market grocer,” said David 
Ghermezian, president of West 
Edmonton Mall. 

The former Target store, 
which has 126,000 square feet 


of available space, is located on 
the south-east corner of West 
Edmonton Mall. It was closed 
down permanently last year, 
along with all three of Target’s 
stores in Edmonton and 130 
other stores in Canada. 

Ghermezian said the dis¬ 
count-apparel store would be 
new to Canada, while the gro¬ 
ceiy chains already have a pres¬ 
ence in Edmonton. 

“The (former Target store) is 
a great location for a groceiy 
store — there’s open parking 
in the front and it’s a busy 
intersection, so it makes a lot 
of sense for it to happen there 
in that corner,” he said. 

He added that there isn’t 
a comparable grocery chain 
in the immediate area, so it 
would also fill a need. 

Ghermezian said he hopes 
to finalize deals with the new 
tenants in the next 90 days. 

If all goes according to plan, 
the American clothing store 
would open in 2017, and con¬ 
struction for the grocery store 
would begin this year.

Dog on the mend 
after brutal attack

A dog that was repeatedly 
kicked in his genitals until he 
urinated blood is expected to 
make a full recovery. 

Annette Armitage with the 
Halifax-based Animal Rescue 
Coalition (ARC) said the dog 
now being called King Edward 
was surrendered to animal 
control last week. 

“We originally thought he 
had (testicular) cancer, but no 
— the vet determined he was 
probably booted repeatedly in 
the privates area,” Armitage 
said Monday. 

“They still have to express 
his penis on a regular basis 
because of the fluid buildup.” 

The dog’s genital area is 
still very swollen and he oc¬ 
casionally winces while play¬ 
ing, but overall he’s doing 
well. Armitage said cases like 
this highlight an issue that 
has always existed but has 
been brought to the forefront 
thanks to social media. 

“I don’t know if there’s any 
more animal abuse than there 
ever was, but with the engage¬

Defence zeroes in 
on inconsistencies 



Lawyer tests 
complainant’s 
memory and 
credibility 

A misremembered car, uncer¬ 
tainty over a kiss, who was 
“smitten” with whom, and the 
mystery of a set of hair exten¬ 
sions dominated the first day 
of the Jian Ghomeshi sexual 
assault trial. 

Score one point for defence 
lawyer Marie Henein; zero 
for the prosecution. As the 
afternoon wore on, Henein 
raised one after another issue 
with the first complainant’s 
testimony, nibbling around 
the edges of her credibility. 
Tuesday, Henein is expected 
to tackle the more substan¬ 
tive issue: Does her story of 


being punched three times in 
Ghomeshi’s Riverdale home 
in 2003 hold water? 

The woman, a struggling 
actor and part-time cocktail 
hostess seven years older than 
Ghomeshi at the time, said she 
met Ghomeshi while work¬ 
ing for the caterer at a CBC 
Christmas party. 

“He was flirtatious,” the 
woman remembered. 

She said he drove her to her 
car afterward, in a vehicle she 
described as a 1960s Disney 
movie car, a yellow Volkswa¬ 
gen Beetle. In the car, she told 
court he asked her to undo a 
few buttons of her blouse (she 
said no) and kissed her. 

Then, she said, it was like a 
switch flipped. “There was al¬ 
most a rage that wasn’t there a 
second before.” She told court 
he grabbed her long hair and 
pulled it back hard, holding it 
back for two to three seconds. 
“It was painful and sudden.” 


She said he then switched 
back to being a nice guy, and 
they chatted and he kissed 
her goodbye. She wondered 
if he simply did not know his 
own strength. 

According to her story in 
court, she stayed in touch with 
Ghomeshi and went back to 
his home after another visit 
to a taping of his show. At one 
point she said they were stand¬ 
ing up kissing and, without 
warning, “he grabs my hair 
again” and “pulls my head 
down and at the same time 
he is punching me in the head 
multiple times.” 

Before noon, defence law¬ 
yer Henein was at the podium 
asking questions, going over 
minute details with apparent 
success. The witness was flus¬ 
tered by the end, and under 
the rules of cross-examination 
she is not allowed to speak to 
the Crown, or anybody, about 
the case until Henein is fin¬ 


ished and the prosecution, 
if so inclined, questions her 
again. 

Henein noted that in her 
morning evidence (called “evi¬ 
dence in chief”) the woman 
said she was kissing Ghome¬ 
shi in the car when he sud¬ 
denly pulled her hair roughly. 
Henein noted that stories by 
The Toronto Star and CBC, 
based on interviews with her 
in the fall of 2014, did not ref¬ 
erence kissing. Henein indicat¬ 
ed that court will hear that the 
woman went on to tell police 
the kissing and hair pulling 
were “intertwined.” 

In response, the woman 
said that she “had the mem¬ 
ory,” she just “didn’t put it 
out” when she gave interviews 
to the media. She said she 
was flustered and “high on 
nerves” when she spoke to 
CBC. The Toronto Star, she 
said, “twisted” her words.

Ted Cruz, a fieiy, conservative 
Texas senator loathed by his 
own party’s leaders, swept to 
victory in Iowa’s Republican 
caucuses Monday, overcoming 
billionaire Donald Trump and 
Florida Sen. Marco Rubio. 

Cruz’s victory was a harsh 
blow to Trump, the supremely 
confident real estate mogul 
who has roiled the Republic¬ 
an field for months with con¬ 
troversial statements about 
women and minorities. 

The victoiy in the first Re¬ 
publican nominating contest 
ensures that Cruz will be a 
force in the presidential race 
for weeks to come — if not 
longer. 

Perhaps most importantly, 
Cruz’s win denied Trump a 
huge opportunity to gain mo¬ 
mentum heading into New 
Hampshire. 

The caucuses marked the 
end of former Arkansas Gov. 
Mike Huclcabee’s White House 
hopes, as he dropped out of the 
Republican race. 

The Iowa caucuses kicked off 
voting in the 2016 presidential 
race, a tumultuous contest with 
unexpected candidates challen¬ 
ging both the Republican and 
Democratic establishments. 

Among Democrats, Hillary 
Clinton and Bernie Sanders 
were deadlocked in a tight race.

Chinese activist 
faces backlash 
over recreation 
of Kurdi image 

The pose is hauntingly familiar 
— face down, arms extended, 
lifeless. 

Chinese artist and activist Ai 
Weiwei has recreated the image 
of drowned Syrian toddler Alan 
Kurdi, who put a face to the 
Syrian refugee crisis when his 
body washed ashore in Greece 
last year. 


Taken on a pebbled beach 
on the Greek island of Lesbos 
last week, Ai’s photo is said to 
be “a tribute” to Kurdi. 

“Ai Weiwei believes that art¬ 
ists don’t have to be more polit¬ 
ical, they just have to be more 
human,” India Today, which 
took the image as part of the 
magazine’s Art Awards 2016 
International Spotlight, said in 
a statement. 

Photographer Rohit Chawla 
snapped the photo of the artist 
in Lesbos, where Ai is working 
on a memorial to the refugees 
“in order to highlight their 
plight and spread the mes¬ 
sage of peace, brotherhood

and trust.” 

Like much of Ai’s work, the 
image garnered mixed reac¬ 
tions. Some lauded it as “power¬ 


ful” and thanked the artist for 
“keeping alive the memoiy of 
Alan Kurdi.” 

Kurdi drowned alongside his 
brother and mother last Septem¬ 
ber while the family attempted 
to make the dangerous Medi¬ 
terranean crossing to Greece. 

The image of Kurdi’s lifeless 
body caused shock and grief 
among people around the world 
and pushed governments to ad¬ 
dress the plight of the refugees. 

Ai has been posting images 
and videos online of many refu¬ 
gees arriving in Lesbos, includ¬ 
ing one in which he is holding 
up a sign that reads, “Safe Pas¬

ZIKA VIRUS 

Outbreak 
of defects 
a threat, 
says WHO 

An outbreak of birth defects and 
neurologic disorders linked to 
the Zilca virus meets the criteria 
for a global health emergency, 
the World Health Organization 
said Monday. 

WHO director-general Dr. Mar¬ 
garet Chan made the declaration 
following an emergency com¬ 
mittee meeting held earlier in 
the day. 

This is only the fourth time 
since 2009 that the UN health 
agency has declared a “pub¬ 
lic health emergency of inter¬ 
national concern” under the 
International Health Regulations, 
with previous declarations made 
for H1N1, polio and Ebola. 

“After a review of the evidence, 
the committee advised that the 
clusters of microcephaly and 
other neurological complications 
constitute an extraordinaiy event 
and a public health threat to 
other parts of the world,” said 
Chan, who accepted the recom¬ 
mendations of an expert panel. 

Dr. David Heymann, chairman 
of the committee, clarified that 
the emergency is not being called 
over Zilca specifically, but the 
cluster of neurologic disorders 
currently being linked to the 
virus, which lacks a vaccine or 
effective treatment. 

The virus is spread by a day- 
biting mosquito called the Aedes 
aegypti, which can be found in 
eveiy country in the Americas 
except Canada and continental 
Chile, torstar news service

Investors have 
$75 billion in 
reserves, CIBC 
study finds 

Canadians are holding a rec¬ 
ord $75 billion in extra cash 
and continue to sock away 
money at a rate not seen in 
more than four years, accord¬ 
ing to a new report from CIBC 
World Markets. 

Normally that extra money 
would be invested in equities, 
but the study found that nerv¬ 
ousness over volatility in the 
markets has many Canadians 
reluctant to take the plunge. 

According to the study, ex¬ 
cess cash reserves held by Can¬ 
adians have risen notably since 
the 2008 financial crisis. 

In the past year alone, cash 
positions are estimated to have 
risen more than 11 per cent 
— the fastest pace since early

2012 — reaching $75 billion 
as of December 2015. 

That figure represented al¬ 
most 10 per cent of the total 
value of overall personal liquid 
assets in Canada. 

“We are currently witnessing 
the creation of personal cash 
buffers larger than at any other 
time on record,” said Benjamin 
Tal, deputy chief economist at 
CIBC World Markets and a co¬ 
author of the report. 

“Consistent with past behav¬ 
iour, Canadian investors have 
used current market volatility 
as an excuse to let cash pile up 
in their chequing and savings 
accounts,” Tal said. 

The report finds that all Can¬ 
adians, young and old alike, are 
making cash a bigger part of 
their portfolios. 

“But, strikingly, those under 
35 — the farthest away from 
retirement — are holding twice 
as much cash as those over the 
age of 65, about 33 per cent 
versus 15 per cent,” CIBC said.

The parent company of Tim 
Hortons and Burger King an¬ 
nounced Monday it is commit¬ 
ted to serving cage-free eggs in 
Canada, the United States and 
Mexico by 2025. 

Restaurant Brands Inter¬ 
national joins a growing list 
of restaurants that have prom¬ 
ised to dish up eggs only from 
hens that have not been con¬ 
fined to cages as pressure from 
customers for ethically-sourced 
food ramps up. 

“Canadians and consum¬ 
ers around the world aren’t 
OK with hens being crammed 
into tiny cages for their entire 


lives,” said Sayara Thurston, 
campaign manager with the 
Canadian wing of Humane 
Society International, which 
has worked with dozens of 
brands to help them create 
similar goals. 

Denny’s, for example, has 
promised its U.S. restaurants 
will serve only cage-free eggs 
by 2026, McDonald’s has com¬ 
mitted to doing the same at its 
Canadian and American loca¬ 
tions by 2025, and Starbucks 
plans to meet that goal by 2020. 

Thurston said it takes so 
long to meet these targets be¬ 
cause the farmers who supply 


the eggs need time to imple¬ 
ment cage-free systems. “We 
understand that change can’t 
happen overnight,” she said.

Despite the nine-year time¬ 
line, Humane Society Inter¬ 
national hopes Tim Hortons 
and Burger King will be able 
to achieve their goal before

But already, Burger King 
is poised to miss one of its 
previous goals. The fast-food 
chain announced in 2012 that 
it would be using only cage- 
free eggs in the United States 
by 2017. That goal has now 
been extended to 2025, said 
Thurston, lumped in with the 
company’s Canadian and Mex¬ 
ican locations.

Provided that you know what 
happiness is, how do you gauge 
its presence? Is it measured 
best moment by moment, in 
individual bursts of elation or 
slowly, over a long period? 



The Angus Reid Institute 
on Monday released the 
results of a survey quanti¬ 
fying Canadian happiness. 
The verdict? Of the roughly 
1500 Canadian adults sur¬ 
veyed online in December, 
16 per cent said they were 
“very happy,” 18 per cent 
said they were “not too 
happy,” and the majority 

— 63 per cent — said they 
were “pretty happy.” 

The prevailing result 

— “pretty happy” — is 
so Canadian it hurts; a 
glorified “I guess so,” it 
suggests that most of us 
are either too modest to 
profess our happiness 
outright, or too polite to 
despair. 

But the result, in true 
Canadian fashion, is also 
inherently sensible. It re¬ 
veals a reluctance to meas¬ 
ure in absolute terms a 
feeling that is forever hard 
to put your finger on. For 
starters, what is happiness, 
anyway? And provided that 
you know what it is, how 
do you gauge its presence? 

Is it measured best mo¬ 
ment by moment, in indi¬ 
vidual bursts of elation, or 
slowly, over a long period 
of time? If you’re miser¬ 
able in January but Febru¬ 
ary is looking up (though it 
rarely is), are you official¬ 
ly happy, or is your new 
mood merely a sunny blip 
in an otherwise blue exist¬ 
ence?

Canadians aren’t the 
only happy — or “pretty 
happy” — citizens on the 
planet. According to an¬ 
other recent study, by poll¬ 
ing association WIN/Gallup 
International, Saudi Arabia 
is the third happiest nation 
in the world. And Libya — 
according to yet another 
happiness index — is the 
happiest country in Africa. 

The list goes on and on. 
Happiness surveys and 
their suspiciously posi¬ 
tive results are now more 
pervasive in the inter¬ 
national news cycle than 
personality quizzes in 
Cosmopolitan. But there 
may be some very unpleas¬ 
ant consequences to the 
abundance of these surveys 
circulating the globe — 
namely that policy analysts 
are beginning to take ser¬ 
iously survey results that 
are vague and possibly 
dubious. 

For example, happiness 
indexes are an increasingly 


flawed. Why? 

Mark D. White, chair of 
philosophy at City Uni¬ 
versity of New York (in 
a paper on happiness in¬ 
dexes and public policy), 
writes: “Happiness is a no¬ 
toriously difficult concept 
to define. Just like ‘justice’ 
or ‘beauty,’ happiness is a 
vague term that means dif¬ 
ferent things to different 
people; as a consequence, 
even though everyone 
knows what it means in 
various situations, we 
would be hard-pressed 
to come up with a single 
definition that captures 
all those aspects for every 
person.” 

Happiness for Aristotle, 
for example, was “the 
whole aim and end of hu¬ 
man existence.” For Sarah 
McLachlan, “Happiness is 
like a cloud, if you stare at 
it long enough, it evapor¬ 
ates.” For me, happiness is 
a large bag of Jalapeno Jack 
popcorn from Kernels. In

sum: different strokes. 

But there’s a far greater 
danger (beyond imprecise 
definition) in humanity’s 
apparent obsession with 
the Happiness Olympics — 
the danger of complacency. 
Happiness surveys, says 
White, may make “people 
in First World countries 
less sympathetic to people 
who actually need help.” 

For example, someone 
might conclude after hear¬ 
ing that Libya is a gener¬ 
ally happy nation (perhaps 
even as happy as Canada) 
that the country doesn’t 
require or deserve aid; that 
an admission of happiness 
by a country’s population 
decreases the perceived 
severity of the country’s 
problems. This danger 
doesn’t merely apply to na¬ 
tions facing mass poverty 
or political unrest, but to 
nations like our own. 

We know that depres¬ 
sion is under-reported in 
Canada — and that suicide 
may be as well — so what 
is the purpose of a survey 
model that suggests to the 
wider world that things are 
looking up when in fact 
they aren’t? The answer is 
simple: There is none. 

Happiness surveys with 
positive results make for 
fun, fluffy stories that 
boost civic pride. But they 
also foster a culture of 
complacency and self-de¬ 
ception, in which we ig¬ 
nore our problems and pat 
ourselves on the back for 
no good reason. And that is 
pretty sad.

Marie Henein, the lawyer 
defending Jian Ghomeshi 
against four charges of sexual 
assault and one of choking, 
dominated the Toronto court¬ 
room where his trial began on 
Monday. 

We're used to hearing sex¬ 
ual assault cases dubbed "he 
said/she said." But this was 
"she said/she said." Henein 
calmly dissected the witness's 
statements made in media 
interviews, police interviews 
and emails from over a year 
ago, and pecked, pecked, 
pecked at details until the 
cracks in memory and dis¬ 
crepancies with Monday's 
testimony showed. 

It was lawyerly excellence, 
and exactly what keeps sexual 
assault victims off the stand. 

There was the matter of 
whether the witness was 
wearing hair extensions in 
2002 (an issue that took 15 
minutes to sort out), and 
whether it was she or Ghome¬ 
shi who was "smitten" (her 
friend had given testimony 
that the witness was the keen 
one). 

There was whether he 
bashed her head into the car 
window, or whether she and 
Ghomeshi were kissing when 
he pulled her hair the first 
time, a detail that appeared 
in her testimony Monday, 
but not in interviews with the 
media. 

How could the witness re- 
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member Ghomeshi's yellow 
Volkswagen bug so vividly, 
Henein wondered, since 
Ghomeshi had not owned it 
at the time? And why had the 
witness agreed with police in 
2014 that Ghomeshi yanked 
her head back against the 
car seat, if it was actually, as 
she testified Monday, back to¬ 
wards the car window? 

"Where do you say, 'No, 
no, no, you've got it wrong.' 
Where is that?" Henein asked 
about the police transcript. 

At the breaks, reporters 
gathered in the hallways to 
marvel at Henein's perform¬ 
ance. One quipped she'd want 
Henein as her lawyer if she 
ever choked her husband. In 
Henein's hands, a straight¬ 
forward account of events lost 
its way. It's hard to imagine a 
story that wouldn't. 

But memory doesn't walk a 
single line. It's easy to believe 
that someone recalled details 
of an event at different times, 
as the witness said. And yet, a 
trial isn't about whether some¬ 
one is believed, it's whether 
they're believed enough. 

What matters is this: Will 
the witness's jumbled mem¬ 
ories be enough to convince 
the judge there is reasonable 
doubt that the alleged as¬ 
saults actually took place? 

Against this standard. Day 
1 feels like a decided win for 
Henein, and perhaps a warn¬ 
ing against any sexual assault 
victim who would take the 
stand and face her.

Yoga

In my late 20s, early 30s, I had several surgeries and a couple of car accidents. I needed a way 
to get healthy. So I went back to yoga and I've been doing it ever since. That puts me close to 30 
years of self-practice. Yoga speaks to the physical body, it speaks to the mind. It's given me tools 
so I can cope with my monkey mind. It's helped me emotionally when I'm feeling out of sorts or 
down. It might sound a little melodramatic, but it's almost been a lifesaver for me. 

Coming from a people that have had this sort of thing (cultural appropriation) happen to them 
as I understand it — if you as an individual or organization enjoy something from a specific cul¬ 
ture, and that culture is not your culture, I just believe you should pay homage to that culture.

I didn't like yoga, I couldn't stand it. I was born and raised 
in Vancouver but I lived in New York at the time when the 
yoga craze started.

I guess about 
three years ago I was going through a kind-of crisis. My 
friend who had been trying to get me to go to Kundalini 
yoga for a long time was like 'Let's just go.' 

It is very challenging sometimes to go to a yoga studio 
and have a teacher that doesn't seem to be very con¬ 
scious, for a lack of a better term. However, I am now shift¬ 
ed in the thinking that in yoga, if you're tuning into your 
own self, your own body, being in the moment, even for 
one moment... We need that on this planet. Desperately.

I was an athlete and I climbed mountains for fun, 
that was a weekend for me. In 2001 I had a fall; it was 
nothing related to sports whatsoever, and I couldn't 
walk for two years. It took me eight years to rehabili¬ 
tate completely. During that time I went from being 
a very, very athletic, let's say size 10, to 365 pounds 
at my largest. I decided to try yoga again. Nobody 
was outright rude but there was just a sense of 'Oh 
my God, what am I going to do with this person?' 

Sixty per cent of my clients are plus sized, 40 per 
cent are just average-type people.

Oilers’ phenom returns 


NHL 

After missing 
37 games, 
McDavidto 
play Tuesday 



Connor McDavid’s broken clav¬ 
icle is healed and his fractured 
rookie season resumes Tuesday 
night against the Columbus 
Blue Jackets. 

“He is ready to go,” Oilers 
head coach Todd McLellan an¬ 
nounced Monday after McDavid 
skated in practice, centring a 
line between Jordan Eberle and 
Benoit Pouliot. 

The 19-year-old rookie phe¬ 
nom will play his first game 
since he piled into the boards 
against the Philadelphia Flyers 
on Nov. 3. He has missed 37 
games, almost half a season. 

McDavid, who spent the last 
week practising with the Oilers’ 
Bakersfield Condors AHL team, 
was asked by reporters if he was 
nervous heading into just the 
14th game of his NHL career. 

“Anxious is probably the bet¬ 
ter word,” he said. “I’m excited. 
It feels like my first game all 
over again.” 

He said he’s not going to let 
the injury play on his mind 
when the puck drops. 

“The doctors wouldn’t let me 
play if I wasn’t 100 per cent,” 
he said. “They say it’s safe to 
play, so it’s safe to play.” 

McDavid has five goals and 
12 points in 13 games, tied for 
18th in rookie NHL scoring, and 
is plus-four with six penalty 
minutes. His five goals were 


on 24 shots, for a team leading 
20.8 scoring percentage. 

He hasn’t played even one 
shift with Eberle, who was out 
for the start of the season with 
a shoulder injury. By the time 
Eberle came back, McDavid 
was out. 

McDavid believes they’ll 
mesh well. 

“(Eberle) has got those quick 
great hands and a deceiving 
shot that fools goalies a lot of

the time,” said McDavid. “If 
you get him the puck in a good 
spot, you know he’s going to 
finish it.” 


Eberle said it may be easier 
for McDavid to get back to game 
speed given that all NHL players 
are coming off the all-star break. 

“With his speed and the way 
he thinks the game he’ll be 
fine,” said Eberle. 

McLellan said the plan for 
McDavid is to “open the door 
and say go,” but said they’ll be 
watching his minutes to see 
how he is doing.
